Such travel cannot be for the convenience of the — 
individusl, however, and must be a natural concenitent to transfer 
of the emloyee on other than tesporasy duty. The right of the | 
darentent to travel at the Governmant's expense depends en the. 
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teineees, of couree, and ean prevede or follow that of an enmpleyec 
(C.G. 18-971) — always provided, of course, that thers fo travel 
by the oxployes. |
